The life of the new Secretary of 
Defense will be no bed of roses even if 
he who takes over the reins at the 
Pentagon has had the advantage of ex- 
perience as head of the world’s largest 
manufacturing concern. 

To paraphrase the words of The 
Wall Street Journal, Charles E. Wil- 
son ain't seen nothing yet. The finan- 
cial publication points out that the in- 
ternal troubles of General. Motors— 
jockeying for favor among the Chev- 
rolet people, the Pontiacs and the 
Buicks—are mild compared to the 
three-way squabble of Army, Navy and 
Air Force—each wanting to run its own 
show, each demanding a bigger slice of 
the military ple. 

GM has a 500,000 work force; the 
Defense department has close to 5,000,- 
000. The Navy alone, the Journal arti- 
cle points out, spends more than the 
nation’s eight biggest corporations. 

Unification doesn’t seem to have 
unified. The three services have been 
tied together all right, but the result 
has been about that of hooking up three 
Kilkenny cats by the tails. The fur 
flies faster. 

A House committee looked over the 
gnarl at the Pentagon and reported: 
“Directives have been issued in profu- 
gion. but the vast military bureaucracies 
continue relatively undisturbed and 
frequently operate in ways unknown 
to... the Secretary of Defense.” 

The retiring defense secretary, Rob- 
ert E. Lovett, knew the situation and 
seconded the House group’s motion for 
a more effective unification law. 

Now that Cparles E. Wilson's nomi- 
nation, has been approved, he’ll have 
his hands full—not only the biggest 
business in the world, but a three-ring 
circus and performers that don’t always 
jump when the ringmaster cracks the 
whip. 

The Eisenhower administration has 
promised, and is counting on, economy 
and efficiency in deferise. Neither will 
come until the armed services learn 
who is boss. 

Perhaps the new defense secretary 
can show them, We hope so. He has 
eur best wishes and our svmpathy. 
We're depending on him—from the 
White House down to the last man to 
file his income returns. 

Frem the Pentagon plant we want 
new models—aquiet. effective and giv- 
ing more miles of security to the tax 
gallon.

Textile Wage Order 
Is “Bad Precedent 


The order boosting the minimum 
wage paid on government contracts in 
the textile industry from 87 cents an 
hour to a flat $1, one of the last offi- 
cial acts of former Secretary of Labor 
Tobin, is being contested in the courts 
by Southern textile manufacturers. The 
directive itself is not as bad as its ob- 
vious intent—to penalize Southern in- 
dustry in order to support that of New 
England. 

And then, of course, in arbitrarily 
lifting a competitive factor in the 
awarding of government contracts the 
net result will be added costs to the 
taxpayers; that is, if the order sticks, 
Without going into the argument abous 
what the minimum wage should be, 
this order.appears to be based upon po- 
litical pressure and favoritism. 

Fortunately, the action will not be a 


deathblow to Southern industry nor will 


it destroy the other competitive ad- 
vantages natural to the region—climate, 
more modern plants, efficiency, greater 
worker productivity and Jess absentee- 
ism among them. However, as a har- 
binger of things to come, it is down- 
right alarming. By political pressure 
through government, the shackles that 
prevented the South’s industrial de- 
velopment for a century. could be re- 
imposed. We must resist them with 
every means at our command. 

Not all New Englanders are in 
@greement that government should 
solve their problems for them. Recently 
an editorial appeared in the Lewiston 
(Maine) Daily Sun pointing out that 
the solution lies elsewhere. We quote 
from it: . 

“We are not in, accord with the be-

pay minimums will help solve their 
competitive difficulties.

Ike Should Not Fear 


Press Conferences 


We do not know the circumstances 
nor arguments that entered into Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's decision to continue 
the weekly press conferences used s0 
effectively by his predecessors, Roose- 
velt and Truman. We do know, how- 
ever, that the American people and 
President Eisenhower will gain much 
by the decisiort. =: 

There are, of course, disadvantages 
to the President in that he may be 
asked to commit himself frequently on 
questions he is not prepared to answer. 
However, this very fact is an advan- 
tage for him. Prodded by the press, 
which is close to the people, he has a 
ready pipeline to the people’s thoughts 
and wishes. 3 

President Eisenhower’s fear of press 
conferences will disappear as he learns 
how to use them for his own and the 
nation’s benefit. 

The press talks frequently about its 
freedom and that freedom itself some- 
times inspires fear. 
inspire confidence in that it is our fore- 
most guarantee that all other freedoms 
will live. President Eisenhower has 
acknowledged that fact in word and 
now in deed. He has shown that he 
fully understands the, words of Gen. 
Julius Ochs Adler spoken Thursday at 
Norfolk: : 

“We justly point with pride to ‘free- 
dom the press’ as one of the four 
basic freedoms on which our society is 
founded. And so it is without untram- 
meled access to all facts, without the 
privilege of learning all sides of public 
questions, without the right to listen to 
all shades of opinion, even the perverse, 
foolish or outlandish, Americans would 
not have so rich and deep an under- 
standing of the advantages of our own 
system. The free press is the major in- 
strument that makes this possible.”

Let Congress 
Close the Gap 


WASHINGTON-—Since they’re. getting 
bit ‘‘legalistic’’ heneabouts these days, the 
question. might he, raised as to the exact 
moment when Dwight D, Eisenhower he- 
came President of the United States anq 
whether he actually. complied with the Con. 
stitution. when he X . the oath of office 

prog at 12:31 p. m, on Jan. 
20. Surprisingly enough. 
the Constitution doesn’t 
fix a time when the 
oath shall be taken. It 
merely says: ‘The 
terms Of the President 
and Vice-President sha)! 
end at noon on the 20th 
day of January.’”’ But 
what does ‘‘noon’” 
mean? Does it mean 
boy the ‘‘noon hour’’—that 
is, from 12 to 1 o'clock? Or does it mear, 
the stroke of 12? The dictionary, more- 
over, permits the definition of ‘‘noon’’ as 
‘'midday.”’ 

But even if Washington time and the 
hour of 12 is the legal time for the occa- 
sion, it really isn’t unconstitutional when the 
oath is taken half an hour after the stroke 
of 12 or several hours or even days later. 
One thing certain is, that the outgoing 
President’s term expired at the ‘stroke of 
12 on Jan. 20. 

The Constitution, omitting any specifica 
time. when the new Président has to take 
the oath, says about a President: ‘Before 
he enter on the execution of his office he 
shall take the folowing oath or affirma- 
tion.”’ 

The simplest interpretation is that the 
United States had a. President from the 
stroke of 12 on Tuesday, Jan. 20, when Mr. 
Truman’s term expired, and that Dwight 
Eisenhower held the office even though the 
oath was not administered at once. 

The only question that could arise is 
over the legality of any steps taken if there 
is an unavoidable delay in taking the oath, 
Some day a new President might become 
involved in a lawsuit in which it might be 
argued that certain powers exercised at a 
given moment in hig behalf by some sub- 
ordinate department or agency were not 
valid because there was no President in 
office at the time. 

Congress has never taken care of this 
contingency, but it has the power never- 
theless under the Constitution to provide 
for the handling of any. and all vacancies, 
Thus, the 20th Amendment says: 

“The Congress may by law provide for 
the case wherein neither a President-elect 
nor a Vice-President-elect shall have quali- 
fied, declaring who shall then act as Presi- 
dent, or the. manner 4p which one who is 
to. act shall be selecféd, and such person 
shall act accordingly until a President ar 
Vice-President shall have qualified.’’ 

Hence, Congress may also provide for 
the legalization of any. acts by agencies or 
departments of the government taken in 
the name of the President between the time 
of the expiration of a presidential term and 
the completion of ‘the qualifying process for 
a successor. It is a gap that probably ought 
to be filled for legal reasons, because there 
may come a time when a President may 
have met with an accident and be tempo- 
rarily unable to take the oaths, or there nay 
be some other unavoidable delay.

President Truman’s own endorsement of 
continued regular press conferences in his 
own final news conference. Mr. Truman 
spoke from experience. He learned to ac- 
commodate himself skillfully and found out 
how valuable the institution is—for inform- 
ing the public, for stating his own position 
as President, and for learning what is in 
the. public. mind. 

The problem that confronts President 
Bigenhower in Congress, which must have 
been an important factor in his: own deci- 
sion on regular news conferences, was re- 
vealed to him gradually with successive 
a ak after “s election before Con- 

: met, and as met and organized. 

It was plain that while oe se 
great personal victory, this had not trans 
lated itself in the same proportion into Con- 
gress. There his party still is largely in 
the hands of the wing dominated by Senator 
Taft, which had opposed his nomination. 
He saw how that element lodged itself in 
the key places of power, with Senator Taft 
directing the pattern and installing himself 
to make doubly sure, as party floor leader.

Main-Drain Traps Said Way 
To Stop Sewer Gas Leaks 


Thomson—There is a way to keep sewer 
gas confined to the public sewer—by main- 
drain traps and fresh-air inlets. It depends 
on the locale or the engineer’s design 
whether or not a main-drain trap and fresh- 
air inlet could be used. 


A main-drain trap cuts off the drain- 
age system within the building from the 
street sewer outside, and therefore from 
the house drainage system within other 
buildings. As public sewers, theoretically 
at least, are less clean than household sys- 
tems, a main-drain trap keeps out the 
fouler air from the sewers. 


If, however, every drainage system 
should be left untrapped, there would be 
hundreds of said stacks in each city block 
acting as vent flues to keep the air within 
the public sewer, as well as that in the 
drainage system, as pure as the air in the 
streets.

The final step 
is: “‘Having had a spiritual experience as 
a result of these steps, we tried to carry 
this message to alcoholics, and to practice 
these principles in all our affairs.” That 
simply means, having been saved our- 
selves, we seek to save others. 

Once a man jumped into the river to 
drown himself. A friend saw him and im- 
mediately jumped in to save him. It so 
happened that the man who wanted to 
drown himself was an expert swimmer, but 
the man who was trying to save him could 
not swim at all. Though the first man 
wanted to die, he did not want to see his 
friend drown, so he saved him. And in 
saving his friend, life took on new meaning 
for him so much so that he decided he 
wanted to live. 

There was an old Oriental story of a man 
who was in hell. He pleaded with the gods 
for release. They asked him what good he 
had done in life. All he could remember 
was that one day while walking in the 
woods, he saw a spider and did not kill it. 
At once the thin, silvery thread of a spider 
web was let down to him. He seized the 
thread and was slowly being lifted out of 
hell.

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‘Some Irrecoverable Game’ 


Among the unconscious ramblings of Charles Lin- 
coln (Buck) Herzog, as he lay- penniless and destitue in 
@ Baltimore hospital last week, was a remarkably clear 
recollection of baseball averages of the old firebrand’s 
playing days. In the words of the wire services, “he 
seemed to be living in the past and chiefly concerned 
with talking baseball averages of his day.” 

From 1908 to 1920, Buck Herzog was a name that commanded 
first-rate respect in the National League. For three years he was 
playing manager of the Cincinnati Reds, and then John MeGraw 

gave up the immortal but fadipg 
Christy Mathewson, plus others, to get 
him. Any baseball history of the times 
is sprinkled generously with the name 
of Herzog, who was a caution both on 
and off the field. 

Most historic of his extracurricular 
activities, of course, was his hotel room 
boxing bout with Ty Cobb in Dallas, 
Texas. It did take place, and that’s 
about the only fact that has ever been 
established with a suitable degree of 
conviction. 


Buck Herzog stands as a tragic 
memorial to the unfortunate ath- 
lete who never quits playing the 
game. His playing days and his 
career as an active baseball man 
were done long ago, and when they 

ended so did the life of Buck Her- 
Bisher zog come to a close. He had 
reached the climax. No preparation, mental or otherwise, had 
been made for the day when he no longer would be a head- 
liner. From that time forward, he began to live in the past, 
and finally he has surrendered completely to his memories.

‘‘Football brings men’s lives to a climax at too early on age,” 
Justice Douglas said. ‘‘For these men, their moments of glory 
come in their youth. Even afterwards, they are apt to look back- 
ward over their shoulders to the big game, while the tasks be- 
fore them seem stale, flat and relatively unimportant.” 

This is a tragedy that every college athlete should steel 
himself against. He should make the mental adjustment for the 
far longer period of life in which the cheers will not be in his 
honor. I have observed the case of the athlete whose accolades 
piled so high that hé rode the crest for a full season after his 
gear had been retired. And. then, the awful letdown, for which 
some are not prepared. 


This week end in Atlanta, we’re observing the 14th birth- 
day of an event that should be dedicated to the athletes who 
were prepared. I have often kidded about the origin of 
Touchdown Clubs and similar organizations. ... ‘Created 
by frustrated ex-athletes refused proper respect for their 
heroic deeds in their own home.’’ To the contrary, I regard 
these clubs as organizations almed at making the proper 
adjustment to athletic inactivity. 


The mén behind the 14th annual Touchdown Club jamboree 
in Atlanta are athletes who have gracefully made the turn from 
sports page headlines to useful living and a proper place in 
their community. Some still dabble in sports. 

George Gardner is the czar of Southeastern Conference of- 
ficials to most of us, but in private life he’s a successful com- 
mercial engineer. Marion Talley, Bill Bentley, Buck Cheves, Jack 
Griffith and several others put on the perpendicular convict 
stripes and became football officials on Saturday. But on five 
other days of the week they are professional men of one nature 
or another. 


—Buck Herzog Never Made the Adjustment 


Time and again our office has been visited by the old 
athlete who never got over the hump. And then there are the 
- soul-deadening memories of Hack Wilson dying in poverty, 
also in Baltimore; Grover Cleveland Alexander coming to the 
end in the niggardly aloneness of a Nebraska boarding house; 
Bill Cissell, the $125,000 infielder, dying a charity case in Chicago; 
Chris Cagle found dead at the bottom of a subway stairs in 
New York. 

Buck Herzog was no youth when his paying days ended. He 
was 35. He had not been the victim of a low-wage scale. During 
the bulk of hig career he commanded a salary of $10,000, which 
is worth roughly $40,000 by today’s standards. 


,He drifted out into the minors and was searcely heard 
of again on a national scale. He turned up in the news in 
1927, when the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad announced he’d 
heen hired as passenger agent in charge of transporting 
athletes. He bounced back again in 1949 when some journalist 
found him sitting around a table at Delaware Park race 
track looking for fraudulent mutuel tickets. He still hadn’t 
made the adjustment. 


It was in ‘The Great Gatsby,” that F. Scott Fitzgerald, on 
whom the cloak of fame was a rather poor fit, wrote sorrow- 
fully of one Tom Buchanan, ‘‘one of the most powerful ends that 
ever played football at New Haven. I felt that-Tom would 
drift .on forever, seeking a little wistfully the Grametic turbu- 
lence of some irrecoverable game.’
